National Organization 


Representatives from more than 
300 Colleges and Universities in the 
United States met at the Univer- 
sity of Chicago, Chicago, Illinois, 
Dec. 28-30. The thought uppermost 
in the mind of each representative 
was the laying of a strong founda- 
tion for the contemplated National 
Student Organization. Jack Clif- 
ford attended as the delegate from 
St. Joseph’s College. 

At the meeting officers of the 
National Continuations Commitee 
who will direct plans for the nation- 
al organization, were elected. They 
are: James Smith, University of 
Texas, president; Russell Austin, 
tfniversity of Chicago, vice-presi- 
dent; Clifford Wharton, Harvard 
University, secretary; and John 
Simons, Fordham University, 
treasurer. 

Elect Executive Committee 

A 33-man executive committee 
was .elected and charged with the 
task of drawing up a constitution 


which will be presented to a con- 
stitutional convention of delegates 
to be held this summer. Thirty of 
these members, elected on a region- 
al basis, njvill serve as chairmen for 
regional committees which will pro- 
mote interest in the contemplated 
National Student Organization. 
These thirty regions encompass 
the entire U. S. 

Delegates voted to keep the 
Continuations Committee free from 
affiliation with the International 
Union of Students, which was set 
up in Prague last summer. A com- 
mittee will study the IUS program 
and constitution and make a report 
upon which possible affiliations will 
be based. 

Support for the national organi- 
zation was offered by the represen- 
tatives of twenty existing student 
organizations, including the Na- 
tional Federation of Catholic 
Students, and the Newman Club 
Federation.
